Today , the riv er lev el had ris­ 
en to .50 with the flow at 3,6 00 
cu bic feet per second. 


The US. Geog olical Su rv ey in 
Trenton reported the water sit­ 


u ation for the area as “ not in 
seriou s dang er.” He pointed ou t 
that one of the adv antag es this 
y ear is the fact that New York 
State reserv oirs hav e been fill­ 
ed u p more than last y ear when 
Lower Bu cks su ffered one of its 
worst drou g hts. 


On Oct. 31, 19 6 3, the Delaware 
Riv er’s flow dropped to 1,300 
cu bic feet per second. 


As for residents of Lev ittown, 
the water su pply is “ adequ ate,” 
Pau l Blattler, manag ing eng i­ 
neer of the Lower Bu cks Joint 
Mu nicipal Au thority reported to­ 
day . 


Blattler noted there has been 
a “ v ery heav y drain” on the 
water sy stem in recent weeks. 
Bu t he said the Au thority is 
planning for more water stor­ 
ag e facilities in the fu tu re. 


The main problem facing the 
Au thority is that of maintaining 
hig h pressu re. Blattler pointed 
ou t that as the storag e wells g et 
low, the water pressu re drops, 
water for abou t 18,000 homes in 
Bristol, Falls and Middletown 
Townships and Tu lly town Bor­ 
ou g h, g ets its su pply of water 
from the Delaware Riv er and 
from wells.
